Lone Star Dietz assumed the Leadership af the Boston Redskins 
Anse season after nl series of triumphs as football coach unequalled 
by any of his contemporaries, His professional debut was a mevieee: 
success, his eleven becoming one of the strongest in the National 
Professional Football League with signal wins over the Chicago Bears 
and New York Giants, winners of the respective division championships. 
The spectacular offensive play and sound defensive work of the Red-~ 
skins under Dietz hag made them one of the most dangerous aggregations 
to their opponents and keen favorites with football fandom which fully 
appreciates their presentation. 

Dietz received his football education from the lone survivor of 
the pair of fathers of modern American football, Glenn S. Warner, 


when "Pop" pioneered historically as coach of the Carlisle Indians. 


The other great parent referred to was, of course, the late Knute 
Rockne, Warner and Rockne developed systems of play that still vie 
in sternest competition for supremacy without any decided verdict 
yet settied. 

Lone Star Dietz,of the Sioux tribe, was an All-American tackle 
at Carlisle in the days when the Indian team was the peak sensation 
of football. He played with the wizard Jim Thorpe at Garlisle and 
captained the team in his final year, 1911. Pop Warner saw in Dietz 
his prize pupil, and kept Lone Star with him after his graduation, 
as assistant, 

The first sutcesses of Dictz as football coach were made in 1915 
when he was given the post at Washington State College in Pullman, 
Washington. He took a small squad hitherto badly disorganized and 
reconciled to constant defeats and produced a team thet defentod the 


leading. opponents of the west, winning the Pacific Coast championship 


the first year, In 1917 his team again won the Conference title, 
When Washington abandoned Football in 1918 because of the war 
Dietz became coach of the Mare Island Marines. Under his mentorship 
the team won the championship of the naval service stations. In 1921 
he went to Purdue, a Big Ten school, and although he remained there 
only one year, he was responsible for turning out one of the best 
teams in the history of the university. His team lost only one game. 
The following year found him coaching at Louisiana Polytechnic 
Institute, where he was markedly successful for two years. From 1924 
to 1927 Dietz coached the University of Wyoming, and in that period 
turned the chronic tail-ender of the Rocky Mountain Conference into 
a first division tenm ench of the three years he was its coach, In 
1927 Pop Warner aognin called upon Dietz to be his assistant, this 


time at Leland Stanford, where he remnined a year. The following 


year he coached the Los Angeles Town Club, a famous coast pro team, 


and so successfully that his team went through the season without a 
defeat, 


Then came his enll to Haskell Institute where he coached the 
Indian team so effectively that, though he had no human material 


comparable to the old Carlisle players, the Haskell Indian footballers 


attained national repute. 

Always a fighter and ever a builder, acknowledged a supreme 
strategist, Dietz never has led a failure on the gridiron, His tcams 
always play smart, clean and vigorous football. He has the respect 


of rival coaches, and more often their praisc,
